1 . ON AUGUST 26 DURING MORNING SESSION OF SUB -COMMISSION 
(SC) RUMOR CIRCULATED THAT SMIRNOV (USSR) WOULD TABLE TWO 
RESES IN THE AFTERNOON. ALLEGEDLY ONE OF THE RESES WOULD 
ALTER ECOSOC 1503. (CHAIRMAN MARTINEZ COBO CONFIRMED 
RUMOR DURING A LUNCHEON.) 

2. UPON OPENING OF AFTERNOON SESSION AMBASSADOR CARTER 
RAISED ISSUE SAYING HE HAD LEARNED THAT "THERE WILL BE A 
PRIVATE SESSION THIS AFTERNOON TO CONSIDER RESES ON ITEM 
9." WHEN MARTINEZ COBO VERIFIED PROCEDURE WOULD TAKE 
PLACE, CARTER OBJECTED EXPLAINING THAT HE HAD JUST RE- 
CEIVED THE DOCUMENTS AND WOULD HAVE NO TIME TO STUDY THEM 
IF THEY WERE CONSIDERED THAT AFTERNOON. HE ALSO RE- 
MINDED THE CHAIRMAN THAT ON WEDNESDAY HE (THE CAHIRMAN) 
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HAD ROMISED THE SC THAT ALL RESES WOULD BE CONSIDERED 
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MONDAY, AUGUST 30. CARTER REQUESTED THAT MARTINEZ COBO 
ADHERE TO THE ORIGINAL SCHEDULE. 

3. NETTEL (AUSTRIA), A VICE CHAIRMAN, SUPPORTED CARTER AND 
ADDED THAT DURING BUREAU MEETING IT WAS HE WHO HAD PROPOSED 
MONDAY AS DAY FOR CONSIDERATION OF RESES. THE PROPOSAL HAD 
BEEN ACCEPTED. HE FURTHER NOTED THAT THE TWO RESES WERE 
RESTRICTED AND IT WAS HIS OPINION THAT ONLY ONE WARRANTED A 
PRIVATE MEETING. 

4. SMIRNOV CONFIRMED BUREAU HAD AGREED TO CONSIDER RESES 
AUGUST 30 BUT POINTED OUT THAT NETTEL HAD NOT QUALIFIED HIS 
RECOMMENDATION BY SAYING ALL RESES SHOULD BE CONSIDERED THAT 
DATE. ALTHOUGH HE UNDERSTOOD CARTER/NETTEL QUESTIONS, 
SMIRNOV SAID HE SAW NO REASON FOR DELAYING CONSIDERATION OF 
RESES UNTIL MONDAY, PARTICULARLY SINCE GANJI (IRAN). A CO- 
SPONSOR. WOULD BE LEAVING FRIDAY AND THUS NOT AVAILABLE FOR 
THE MONDAY SESSION. 

5. MARTINEZ COBO SAID DISCUSSING ISSUE WAS UNNECESSARY 
CINCE THE AGENDA ITEM BEFORE THE SC MIGHT NOT BE CONCLUDED 
BEFORE 6:00 P.M. CARTER RESPONDED THAT IT WAS ACADEMIC 

TO DISCUSS TIME LENGTH OF CURRENT DEBATE AND ADDED THAT 
ORIGINAL DATE SHOULD NOT BE ALTERED SINCE ALL MEMBERS HAD 
ACCEPTED PROPOSAL. CARTER ALSO SUPPORTED NETTEL'S 
OPINION THAT ONLY RES PROPOSING ELEVATION OF SELECTED 
COMMUNICATIONS SHOULD BE CONSIDERED IN PRIVATE MEETING. 

6. GANJI REQUESTED IMMEDIATE DISCUSSION OF RESES, ADDING 
GRATUITOUS COMMENT THAT HE DID NOT NEED INSTRUCTIONS FROM 
HIS CAPITAL. QUESTIAUX OBJECTED SAYING SHE NEEDED TIME TO 
PREPARE HER INTERVENTION ON ITEM. 

7. MARTINEZ COBO REFUSED TO HEAD FURTHER DISCUSSION OF 
ISSUE AND DEBATES ON ITEMS 7 AND 6 WERE CONSIDERED AS 
SCHEDULED. AT END OF MEETING SMIRNOV REQUESTED RULING ON 
DEBATE OF RESES. PERZADA, WHO HAD TAKEN OVER CHAIR FROM 
MARTINEZ COBO. REFUSED. EXPLAINING THAT AS CO-SPONSOR OF 
RESES IT WOULD BE INAPPROPRIATE FOR HIM TO RULE ON THE 
ISSUE. 
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8. FRIDAY MORNING (AUG. 27) SMIRNOV OPENED SESSION BY 
ASKING FOR DECISION. MARTINEZ COBO CALLED FOR VOTE ANGRILY 
STATING HE WAS FED UP WITH DISCUSSION. ON FIRST VOTE 
SECT MIS-COUNTED WHICH OUTRAGED CHAIRMAN. SECOND VOTE 
WAS A TIE AND THEREFORE LOST: 8 - 8 (US) - 1. RESES WILL 
BE FIRST ITEM CONSIDERED MONDAY MORNING, AUG. 30. 
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9. THOSE IN FAVOR OF IMMEDIATE DISCUSSION OF RESES: 

USSR, IRAN. ROMANIA, GHANA, KENYA, IRAQ, PAKISTAN, YUGO- 
SLAVIA. THOSE AGAINST: US, UK, FRANCE, AUSTRIA, 

NETHERLANDS, ITALY, MEXICO, COLOMBIA. ABSTAINING: 

ECUADOR. 

10. SINGH (INDIA). WHO WOULD HAVE VOTED FOR IMMEDIATE 
CONSIDERATION OF RESES, ARRIVED SEVERAL MINUTES AFTER VOTE 
HAD BEEN TAKEN. FOR HIS TARDINESS HE RECEIVED A VITROLIC 
TONGUE LASHING FROM BOTH SMIRNOV AND GANJI.
